wly-Annexed August Start Seen Small Tax Rate 
Area Zones Set For Major Project !ncrease Is Seen 


| 846, up about 6.8 per cent over 
|last year’s $756,155, and does 


not include the four per cent 


| salary boost. 


Actual decision on the tax 
will be made August 23 when 
the Council holds the annual 
budget hearing. 


By that time, actual assessed 
value of Menlo Park will. be 
known and reductions made in 
the tentative budget by John- 
son and by the Council in study 
meetings will have been com- 
pleted. 


Taking a quick look at the 
situation, Mayor William R. 
Lawson estimated that about 
$10,000 would have to be 
trimmed from the tentative 
budget in order to keep the 
tax boost down to the level 
of two or three cents. 


Johnson said . that salary 
schedules in other area munici- 
palities adopted to date show a 
5-6 per cent range. Atherton 
has granted 6 per cent, San 
Carlos, 5.74 per cent, and Moun- 
tain View and Palo Alto, five 
per cent. 

IMPORTANT 

“Ability to pay should be the 
important consideration,” John- 
son said, rather than “keeping 
up with the Joneses “nearby.” 

The city manager noted that 
if no increases were granted, 
however, Menlo Park would 
move down towards the bottom 
on the municipal pay scale, 
making it difficult to compete 
for hiring of employees. 

In recommending the four 
per cent boost, Johnson said 
that it should be reviewed with- 
in six months. Then it can be 
seen if the city has remained 
competitive in salaries. 

Comments from Councilmen 
on the salary schedule: 

Mayor William R. Lawson: 
“I have no opposition to the 
four per cent increase as pro- 
| posed.” 

Ira Bonde: “Four per cent is 
| a fair figure based on the cost 


| of living index... I don’t know 
| where the others (cities) got 
| that five per cent... It seems 
| like an arbitary figure.” 

| Michael Belangie, who 
moved for the approval of 
the pay schedule: “Taxes 
must be as low as possible 
... but if the tax rate is too 
low and underpaid employ- 
ees result, you lose me as a 
proponent of keeping the 
rate down.” 

Guy Plaisted: “I will go along 
with this as long as we can 
| check again in six months and 
| see what our situation is.” 
| In scanning the budget brief- 

ly, Johnson checked through 
the potential income and said 
| the current estimate from tax- 
es, state subventions, fees, li- 
censes and so on is now $763,- 
088. 

“And this is on the conserva- 
tive side,” he noted. 

The income, plus the cash 
balance on hand as of June 
30, creates an estimated total 
of cash available for 1960-61 of 
$903,088. ‘ 

Subtracting the estimated 
preliminary budget figure, this 
leaves a cash balance of $95,- 
242 as of June 30, 1961. And 
the new additional salary cost 
of about $20,000 must be sub- 
tracted from this, leaving only 
about $75,000 in reserve. 

Johnson pointed out that the 
city needs about $100,000 or 
more in reserve when a new 
fiscal year starts to tide them 
over the “dry” time of year be- 
fore property taxes begin com- 
ing in during the fall,

Hiller 
‘Noise’ 
Scored 


An attempt to get some sort 
of noise level maximum writ- 
ten into the city’s ordinances 
governing industrial area re- 
sulted in a delay in zoning of 
Hiller Aircraft Co.’s lands here 
Monday night. 

And although the protest was 
strictly a one-man show, it was 
indicated representatives of 
neighboring home-owners’ as- 
sociations would be contacted 
to add their comments. 

Delay in the zoning was 
asked by Tom Kavanaugh, 
spokesman for the family de- 
veloping Kavanaugh Indust- 
ial park, adjacent to the heli- 
copter plant. 

He said that during the past 
few months the aircraft firm 
has been testing jet engines 
resulting in annoying noise 
levels. 

Speaking before the Menlo 
Park planning commission, he 
said that he was not protesting 
the granting of city zoning to 
the newly-annexed helicopter 
plant. 

But, he added, he felt there 
should be some _ restrictions 
placed on the noise levels al- 
lowed in the city’s industrial 
zones. 

Kavanaugh explained that 
the helicopter firm has been 
testing jet engines and that 
the noise therefrom has been 
particularly annoying during 
the past two weeks. 

He said he had contacted the 
naval officer in charge of the 
research project involving the 
engine, but had had no suc 
cess, 

Spokesmen for the aircraft 
firm, John Wilson and Lee 
Duffield, explained that they- 
‘ve already taken some steps 
to lower the noise level, includ- 
ing moving the engine under 
test to a position closer to a 
noise baffle constructed some 
years ago. 

Duffield said that the jet 
engine was not run often, 
and pointed out that it was 
operated only 1.3 hours, tot- 
al, during all of April, five 
times in May, once in June 
and three times thus far in 
July. 

Duffield pointed out that, 
from a nearby location, the jet 
produced a noise with a decibel 
reading of 70. This is less than 
that produced by an auto pass 
ing 20 feet away, which pro- 
duces 75 decibels and Willow 
road traffic which produces 90 

decibels, he said. 

He added that the jet en- 
gine is being used in a classi- 
fied research project under a 
contract expected to extend 
for the next six or eight 
months. 

Kavanaugh asked if the com- 
missioners felt that the neigh- 
boring home-owners’  associa- 
tions should be invited 

Planning Commissioner 
George Cleese Jr., acting as 
chairman, told him he felt of- 
ficers of the groups should 
be contacted, but said he felt 
no purpose would be served 

by calling for a mass res- 
ponse of residence associa- 
tion members.

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As We See It: 


We Should Reaffirm Our 
Respect for Native Trees 


The removal last week of a couple of oak trees from 
a former school playground which is now in private own- 
ership points up a problem: What — if anything — can and 
should be done to preserve trees which, all agree, are 
a major asset of this area? 

In the case of public lands the problem is easy: 
Administrators have long realized the value of the native 
trees and history will show that they've done just about 
everything possible to retain them. 

The school district, for example, literally built Laurel 
school “around” the trees on the site at Edge road and, 
comments District Superintendent Mel Homfeld, it’s not 
uncommon for a public agency to spend as much as $250 
to save a tree, by surgery, trimming, spraying, putting up 
retainer walls and improving drainage and watering. 

On the other hand, making the matter of cutting trees 
a thing of public interest is an interference with a sub- 
stantial property right. 

A person could legitimately squawk that City Hall 
was arrogating itself to some pretty officious activity 
if it required, say, a permit for the removal of a 
messy pepper tree from somebody's back yard. 

And it would take even more nerve for anyone at 
city hall to name himself an arbiter, to decide which 
varieties of trees in which positions should be accorded 
“protection,” while other breeds in other locations 
on an individual's freehold were considered esthetic- 
ally unattractive and hence dispensable. 

The best, we think, is not regulation, but a continuing 
reaffirmation: The native trees of this area are among, its 
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major attractions, 

They are, in the words of the city planner, the assets 
most difficult to preserve or replace, that the community 
has. 

If all residents realize this, only the most urgent 
ceonomic necessity — which probably was the governing 
factor in the present case — will allow the removal of any 
tree which contributes beauty to its area. )

Once Again It's Season 
Of the Litterbugs 


This is the season ot the year when the litterbug 
returns to the scene, pollinating the “roadside flowers” 
more familiarly known as cold drink cans, tissue handker- 
chiefs, lunch box rubbish, old newspapers and the like. 

The reason this is “litterbug season” hasvt been 
studied by scientists yet, as far as we know. We'd like 
lo offer our own speculations on the subject, though: 

Ll. During the warm summer months people — includ- 
ing litterbugs — drink more canned cold drinks than usual, 
Hence more cans to throw out of the windows of cars. 
(It is significant that soft drink cans, along with beer cans, 
are to be noted among the litter. Hence we can assume 
that there are juvenile as well as adult litterbugs. ) 

2, There really isn’t much of anything one can do 
with a well-used tissue handkerchief, is there? (This is 
no excuse, but it indicates one reason why otherwise neat 
individuals can become litterbugs. ) 

3. A subspecies of litterbugs likes to eat while riding. 
Hence he winds up with an unattractive accumulation of 
orange peels, banana skins, apple cores and sandwich and 
candy wrappers in his car. Since these are of no use, the 
litterbug naturally feels they should be disposed of. (The 
litterbug is obviously unsentimental; he never keeps these 
trophies until he gets to a garbage can, even though they 
might serve as a short-term reminder of an enjoyable

The reason the problem becomes more intense in 
summer than in other parts of the year is obvious: More 
litterbugs are on the road, crawling along in Sunday 
traffic jams or swishing happily through our scenic beau- 
ties, than at other times of the year.

tenance, to assure that the 
oaks were safe and healthy. 

An example of how the 
school district feels about 
trees at the present time is 
indicated by their actions, a 
years ago, when the Oak Knoll 
playground was developed. 

There, the playground was 
laid out so that one 30-foct- 
tall Joshua tree could be re- 
tained without interfering 
with baseball, while another 
was given away to a private 
agency, who carted it off at 
great expense. 

All trees on the perimeter 
of the playfields, of course, 
were also retained. 

The city itself maintains an 
attitude of strict concern not 
only for the trees that were 
here before the white man 
came, but for those which have 
been planted on public prop- 
erty through the years. 

When plans were being 
made for the construction 
of a new police station in 
the civic center, consider- 
able measuring and survey- 
ing was done, with an eye to 
retaining the usefulness of 
the present police station 


while construction was in 
progress, and also saving 
trees. 


The result was that only two 
were removed, although with 
less careful site planning, the 
number would have been 
much greater. 

The city is also solicitous 
of the welfare of the oaks and 
elms on which pavement has 
encroached. These trees are 
regularly sprayed and_ trim- 
med, and in some cases are 
regularly watered by city 
street department crewmen, 
who hoist a large portable

water tank onto one of their 
trucks for the job. 

The city’s continuing policy 
of planting about 500 trees 
along streets each year is 
starting to pay off in impres- 
sive statistics, according to 
Administrative Assistant Mich- 
ael Bedwell. 

There are now apout 12,000 
such trees growing in all parts 
of the city and although some 
of them are pretty young and 
small, they will in time take 
their places as scenic attrac- 
tions. 

Bedwell points out that 
some of these are actually 
on what might be termed 
private property, since 
they’re on some _ owner’s 
land although they’re usu- 
ally in the street easement, 
too. 

Even so, a resident can’t 
trim a tree that’s been planted 
in front of his house, without 
getting permission from the 
city manager’s office. The 
city manager is also ‘“‘superin- 
tendent of public works” un- 
der Menlo Park’s peculiar sys- 
tem. 

Considering demonstrated 
public agency regard for trees, 
shouldn’t there be some way 
of encouraging their mainten- 
ance on private property also? 

It’s been suggested says 
Bedwell. 

One city councilman not 
long ago even suggested 

that the planning commis- 
sion, as a matter of archi- 
tectural control, pay atten- 
tion to seeing that mature 
trees, where they aid the 
general scheme of things, be 
retained and that new trees, 
when planted, be situated 
so they’re given a chance to 
survive. 

And, the suggestion implied, 
the property owners might as 
a matter of architectural con- 
trol, be encouraged to main- 
tain them. 

The city planners them- 
selves have in informal dis- 
cussions wondered what could 
be done, too.

Spending the Tax Money Now 
The Problem of Governments

With our city and county 
governments having adopted 
budgets for the next year, now 
the only job it appears is to 
spend it. And that won’t be a 
tough job, you can bet on that. 

Sure, we’re promised a 
five-cent tax cut on the coun- 
ty rate—but the spending 
program is two millions more 
than 1959-60. San Carlos, in 
a jam over sales tax fund ex- 
penditures, may have to cut 
its rate as much as 18 cents. 
Menlo Park probably will 
have to up its rate slightly. 


Probably one of the most 
important developments in this 
area is the disclosure by a new 
San Carlos city councilman 
that the city was not following 
the provisions of its sales tax 
ordinance. It seems the council 
in the past few years has esti- 
mated the sales tax revenue 
and used the 60% of collection 
against the property levies. 


25 Years Ago: 


Need for Park 
Was Seen 
In Menlo Park 


July 12, 1935: 

According to a report re- 
ceived from John W. Morey, 
the trustees of the Menlo Park 
Grammar School District have 
purchased a piece of land con- 
taining 2.68 acres, adjacent to 
the present Central school 
property and extending fo 
Glenwood avenue and back to 
the railroad tracks. 

The price paid for this fine 
addition to the school grounds 
was only $2685. The trustees 
are to be complimented on 
this stroke of fortunate buy- 
ing, as this property has been 
held for a much higher figure 
in the past.

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However, it did not adjust 
when the sales tax revenue sur- 
passed the estimates and as a 
consequence must make a re- 
vision in this year’s rate to 
compensate for the transfer of 
those funds to the general 
fund. 


This brings up a sore sub- 
ject in sales tax discussions, 
which likely will be reopen- 
ed on a county wide basis be- 
fore too many weeks have 
passed. 


How binding is an ordinance 
adopted which sets up the dis- 
bursements of sales tax reve- 
nue? Many felt that it was 
only temporary and after the 
San Carlos rate started to climb 
after a first-year drop under 
the sales tax, there were all 
kinds of “I told you so’s.” 
There will have to» be some 
minds changed, however, if the 
San Carlos city council is fore- 
ed to adjust its rate downward 
to make up for the failure to 
follow the city’s own ordinance. 


It is still possible for a 
new city council—or a board 
of supervisors—to repeal an 
ordinance and pass another 
if it so desires. The fact that 
the county has never discuss- 
ed setting any part of a sales 
tax plan aside to lower prop- 
erty taxes makes it even less 
palatable to taxpayers. 


They need extra cash for 
capital outlay projects. How 
nice it would be right now, for 
instance, to have between $750,- 
000 and a million dollars com- 
ing in each year from sales tax. 
That would pay for the new $3 
million administration build- 
ing in a short time. Instead if 
it goes to a bond issue in. No- 
vember, which we doubt, it 
would mean that the property 
taxes would, over the years, 
pay just about double the actu- 
al costs considering both prin- 
cipal and interest. 

Sales tax revenues would 
be too slow to finance the 
needed county secondary 
road system. So it is almost 
certain that the voters will 
get to decide a multi-million- 
dollar issue for not two, but 
several important cross-ocun- 
ty laterals. 

We have an idea that the 
county voters will have about 
as much use for this bond is- 
sue aS Redwood City voters had 
for the numerous street im- 
provement programs last April. 
As badly as these new high- 
ways are needed, the people 
are not about to add a further 
load on the property tax bill. 

Almost every school district 
in the county that has not 
reached its legal limit, is plan- 
ning a tax boost this year. 
(Menlo Park might be the ex- 
ception.) Las Lomitas, for one, 
and San Carlos, as another, 
plan sizeable increases. 

Then in the fall we have an 
election in the Sequoia Union 
High School District on joining 
the San Mateo Junior College 
District. This, if approved, 
will add 24 cents or more to the 
county rate. 

Both the high school district 
and Redwood City School Dist- 
rict must ask for higher per- 
missive tax ceilings before next 
spring. i | 

This all adds up to the peo- 
ple voting for good schools, 
but turning down other im- 
provements, needed or nice 
as they might be. In faet, 
several areas are forcing the 
schools to take a closer look 
at their spending programs— 
and about time! More than 
one district has repeatedly 
lost bond and tax elections 
and it could very well happen 
here. 

What is the answer? Prob- 
ably no one knows, but it was 
interesting to note that the re- 
cord county budget was passed 
without any fan-fare or opposi- 
tion. The school districts usual- 
ly have what officials call ‘a 
“crank” or two show up to dis- 
pute some figures, but for the 
most part no one seems to give 
a darn until they get their tax 
bills. Then it is too late. So 
the $30-million-plus budget for 
the county and the $9-million.. 
budget for the high school dist- 
rict go unchallenged until the 
bills arrive in the fall. By then 
we will be so mixed up in a 
presidential election that we 
may forget about our local 
spending. 

With every city—and the 
county—in financial »prob- 
lems, you can bet the sales 

tax discussions will be reep- 
ened after the November 
election. 

The outcome of the San Car- 
los mix-up may have a big bear- 
ing on the matter. If the or- 
dinance as adopted is made. to 
stick and not changed, it will 
give residents in other areas 
the idea that there may be 
some relief in property taxes 
from sales tax after all. The 
big job will be to “sell” the 
board of supervisors on adopt- 
ing an ordinance that would set 
aside a certain percentage to 
drop property taxes. That:won’t 
be an easy job with all the pro- 
jects that are on the planning 
boards.

Retractable 
Radio Masts 


Retractable “ham” radio an-| 
tennas aren’t necessarily any} 
more objectionable than tele-| 
vision antennas or boats park 
ed in public view, city planners 
ruled here Monday night. 

But, they cautioned, the 
city’s structural height limit of 
35 feet can’t be exceeded, ex- 
cept by aerials which can be 
brought below that height 
when not in use. 

Reasoning behind all this, 
the planners indicated, was 
that hobbies were desirable 
even if the devices used in prac- 
ticing them sometimes obtrud- 
ed into the eyesight of neigh- 
bors and passersby. 

All the opinion-giving was 
touched off by W. I. Orr, 48 
Campbell lane, who operates 
amateur station W6SAI at his 
home. He said he recently mov- 
ed here from Southern Cali- 
fornia, and that his antenna, 
which stands 75 feet high when 
in operation, collapses to 23 
feet when not in use. 

He added that his radio 
transmission doesn’t interfere 
with television reception eith- 
er, he told the commissioners. 

City Planner Robert Gray 
said he’d received a couple of 
telephoned protests, complain- 
ing that even the collapsed an- 
tenna might obstruct the view. 

At the end of the discussion, 
as the planners okayed the de- | 
vice, a couple of other radio 
amateurs, who’d dropped in|} 
after a night of work at the 
city’s civil defense transmitter 
next door to the council cham- 
bers, offered their congratula- 
tions for what they termed the 
planners’ “enlightened atti- 
tude”.
